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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 13-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 06/06/08. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Miyahara et al (5,840,830) of record 
on 1449. 

The reference discloses a process for producing a poly(arylene sulfide) 
comprising a dehydration step of heating and dehydrating a mixture containing an 
organic amide solvent (a), an alkali metal sulfide and water to control a water content in 
the mixture and a subsequent polymerization step of subjecting the alkali metal sulfide 
and a dihalo-aromatic compound to a polymerization reaction in the organic amide 
solvent (a) wherein the hydrogen sulfide vaporized off during the dehydration step is 
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absorbed in another organic amide solvent (b) outside the system— (see Abstract, col. 
4, lines 36-49). 

Note that the dehydration step is performed by heating the alkali metal sulfide in 
the organic solvent to separate water by distillation outside the reaction system in that if 
alkali metal hydrosulfide is used as a sulfur source, then an alkali metal hydroxide is 
added in an amount almost equimolar thereto, thereby reacting both components in situ 
in the organic amide solvent to convert into corresponding alkali metal sulfide (see col. 
6, lines 43-53). 

Note also that the polymerization step is disclosed at col. 8, line 48 onto col. 9, 
line 47). 

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it does not 
disclose the step of adding the alkali metal hydroxide to the mixture for polymerization 
reaction continuously or in portions to control the pH of the mixture for polymerization 
reaction within a range of form 7 to 12.5 from the beginning to the end of the 
polymerization reaction. 

However, the reference does disclose a similar step, to control the amount of 
added alkali metal hydroxide into the system then the claimed pH of the mixture for 
polymerization reaction within the claimed range must be considered inherent in the 
prior art. See In re Best, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977).
